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EDITORIALS 


THE CRISIS AND ITS PRECEDENTS 


Prime Minister Macmillan’s abrupt decision to confer with 
the President is one more sign that the cold war is in a major 
crisis. There is more hot-war talk (and more silent hot-war 
thought) than in several years, Syria, abetted by Russia, 
launches the lie that Turkey and the U.S. are plotting a war. 
Dulles replies toughly that if Turkey is invaded, the U.S. will 
not merely come to its aid in “a purely defensive operation,” 
but will attack the attacker”—which may mean bombing the 
USS.R. “War is an ever-present possibility,” said Dulles— 


adding hopefully that “we wage peace more effectively” by 
remaining aware of that fact. 
This crisis comes at a time when U.S. morale is itself in 


critical disarray. From Little Rock to the Russian ICBM and 
Sputnik, a series of unpleasant surprises has bombarded the 
self-confidence—partly cool, partly cocky, but now suddenly 
called “complacence”’—that has been our public front during 
most of the Eisenhower years. Now Eisenhower's budget, his 
Pentagon, his Secretary of State, his science policy and even 

personal competence are under growing attack. Itis a time 
of portents and rumors as in Caesar's Rome. Aviation Daily, 
a serious publication, predicts that on Nov. 7, the anniversary 
of the Bolshevik revolution, the Russians will fire a rocket that 
will dye the moon red. Khrushchev may well calculate that 
if he is ever going to start a major war, now is the time 
he would find the United States most divided and unnerved. 


We do not know whether this is a final crisis, or semifinal, 
or comparatively routine. We do know it is not the first of its 
kind. It is at least the fifth time the U.S, has been close to 
Dulles’ famous “brink” in the last five years. There was Ko- 
rea in 1953 (when we were on the edge of an expanded war), 
there was Indochina, there was the Formosa straits, there was 
the Russian threat to intervene in Suez, and now Syria. Each 
ne war was avoided. Each time the United States has stuck 
to a policy, which is altogether new to the world in this 
century. That policy is military preparedness and a calm 
but serious warning to the potential aggressor. Dulles’ warn- 
ig to Khrushchev last week was a very grave commitment; 
but its precedents have worked. 
for a nation on whose courage 
the world’s hope of peace with freedom depends. Let us trust 
that this crisis too will pass; and since it may, let us not 
neglect those other tasks of our leadership, the tasks of peace. 
‘These range from building a better free-world economic order 
(see below) and closer relations with our allies to repairing 
the breaches in our racial amity and improving our readiness 
for the new Age of Discovery in outer space. A cool and 
earnest undertaking of all such tasks, as of our military re- 
sponsibilities toward the Russian threat, will make all the 
difference in the degree of unity and strength with which the 
free world meets this crisis, and the next. 


No lesser policy is possibl 


A GOOD IDEA FOR FOREIGN INVESTMENT 
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Among the many points made by the distinguished speakers 
at the San Francisco Conference on international develop- 
ment (see pp. 119-123) four arrange themselves in a sort of 
syllogism. First, there is a worldwide shortage of capital, re- 
flected in the worldwide rise in interest rates. Second, there 
been a “revolution of expectations” in the underdevel- 
oped countries, a realization that their poverty is not inevi- 
table and a resolve to do something about it. This will take 
capital, and it means that the capital shortage is likely to 
last for many year: 

Third, it was repeatedly brought out (by Vice President 
Nixon among others) that private capital, apart from its other 
advantages over governmental capital, is the only kind that 
can expand much in response to this new worldwide demand. 
It is generated chiefly by individuals and firms in the coun- 
tries where private enterprise still flourishes, notably (but 
not exclusively) the U.S. These countries are interested in 
the health of private enterprise, partly because they like that 
system and partly because they know it is the surest and 
soundest way for any country, however backward, to improve 
its lot. And since these private enterprise countries can now 
expect that their scarce capital will be briskly competed for, 
their governments are in a position to exert some leverage 
among the competing borrowers in favor of the private en- 
terprise system, 

Now comes the fourth and final point, a proposal that ties 
all these themes together. Its author, German Banker Her- 
mann J. Abs, calls it a “Magna Carta” for the protection of 
international capital. The more acute the capital shortage, the 
timelier this proposal looks. 

Abs is all for competition, among lenders as well as bor- 
rowers, and he is not trying to guarantee capital against the 
losses and risks of competition. But his Magna Carta would 
keep that competition on a strietly economic plane. Ilegal 
losses and political blackmail, such Nasser’s when he 
seized the Suez Canal, would be minimized by a new Inter- 
national Conyention. It would include all free world nations, 


both exporters and importers of capital, who are willing to 
encourage private investment by treating it fairly, without 
discrimination and according to established principles of in- 
ternational law. A special court would decide on measures 
(such as a joint refusal of further public or private lending 
to be taken against illegal expropriation or other violations of 
the code. Other private enterprise nations, said Abs, “would 
be most grateful to the United States if they would take the 
lead” in such a convention. 

Well. why not? Why isn’t this just the type of proposal 
the U.S. should have pushed in its own interest long since? 
The problem all along has been to create a more favorable 
climate for private capital in the borrowing countries; and 
the U.S., as the chief lender, has done far too little to 
force or encourage borrowing countries to create this climate. 
Instead we have been apologetic or defensive about private 
enterprise. We have also exaggerated or misread the “anti- 
capitalist” prejudices of underdeveloped and ex-colonial coun- 
tries. As their representatives explained at San Francise: 
they have natural biases and fears about the way they are 
developed—notably a bias in favor of local participation in 
the ownership and management of foreign-financed firms, But 
such legitimate conditions are perfectly compatible with a 
convention of the Abs type; indeed rules for good behavior 
by investors should be a part of it. Even socialists and capi- 
talists can agree on what constitutes honesty, legality and a 
rational economic order. 

If private investment is to do its share—which is the major 
share—in financing the new “revolution of expectations,” the 
rules of its flourishing should be generally acknowledged and 
agreed to. These rules include a respect for private property 
rights and for the sanctity of freely made contracts. A multi- 
lateral convention is the proper way for law-abiding nations 
to express their common interests and intentions. A tremen- 
dous expansion of international private investment is their 
common interest and intention now; and this Abs scheme, 
it seems to us, is one good way to promote it.

TWENTY TERRIBLE SECONDS 
WITH A MARAUDING SHARK 


Here Peter Gimbel narrates the suspenseful ending of his last visit 
to the Andrea Doria. The son of department store owner Bernard 
Gimbel, he works for a Manhattan investment firm and is, at 29, 
one of the nation’s most enterprising skin divers. 


Our second dive to the Doria was nearly over. The great mass of the 
wreck was everywhere, dominating us and all the multitude of life 
to which she was shelter and host. How very final was her every as- 
pect. Our breathing air, dense from compression (we were at 210 
feet, more than seven atmospheres of pressure), made an urgent, 
screaming noise feeding through the regulator valve behind our necks. 
It is a rude sound, oddly misplaced and alarming in the inviolate 
silence of the deep. 

As I watched Ramsey Parks I recalled an incident from our first 
dive, three days earlier. I had seen behind him, 50 feet off, a huge fish, 
As it turned in profile, I realized it was a mako shark—the largest 
T had ever seen. His baleful form, seeming to glide without effort, 
passed 10 feet from us and disappeared into the gloom. 

Now, our 15 minutes gone, we had to begin our ascent, swimming 
easily upward, our tanks more than half empty (a full charge of air in 
a double tank block weighs 12 pounds). We rose through a gray dif- 
fused light and into the warm blue water near the surface, Catching 
sight of our ship’s hull, we swam to it and grabbed the weighted line 
hanging from the starboard side, We were faced with the tedious 
prospect of remaining at a depth of 10 feet for 35 minutes of de- 
compression to prevent bends. Because the line was jerking up and 
down vigorously with the roll of the ship, we passed our cameras 
up into the boat to leave both hands free for clinging. 

A pilot fish had been nosing about for several minutes and of 
course we were both very much aware of him, These small fish—this 
one was about five inches long—are jauntily marked with black cross- 
bands and seem to have a perky, nose-in-the-air appearance which 
their quick, choppy swimming rhythm enhances. They are often seen 
in the company of sharks or other large fish and are usually leading 
them, a characteristic so marked that it has given them their name: 
pilot fish. As we watched the lone specimen, what seemed like a shim- 
mering cloud of these bright little fish—probably 25 or 30—swam 
toward us out of the sun-soaked blue. There was now no mistaking 
that this sprightly company was the vanguard of a very big fish.

He swam into sight immediately—a shark. He was about 10 to 12 
feet long and a species I could identify only generally as belonging to 
the voracious requiem family. He was pale gray above, white below. 
His head was broad and rather flat, his mouth large and well forward.

The shark lashed by us once, his rhythm agitated and swift. Excited 
by our nearness to the surface where, ironically, so many sea crea- 
tures meet their end, the shark was aggressively interested. We were 
still 20 minutes shy of our full decompression requirement and we 
were, quite obviously, in trouble. I drew my knife self-consciously. 
While recognizing the peril, I felt myself a monumental ham, and 
even hid the blade from Ramsey who was a few feet above and behind 
me.

This is Dr. Béla Schick’s standard reply to 

the customary looks of amazement he gets from 
people in and out of the medical world who are 
sure the famous immunologist has been dead at 
least 20 years. Their surprise is understandable.

his “scratch on the arm” Schick Test which 
helped obliterate diphtheria as a major child-

killer, were made nearly half a century ago. 

Dr. Schick is 80 today and still an active med- 
ical man. He lectures at the Albert Einstein Col- 
lege of Medicine in New York, consults regularly 
at two hospitals and is exploring new aspects of 
pediatrics, the medical field in which he was the 
first great practitioner. He is currently investi- 
gating the causes of premature birth, a subject in

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HOW PHOTOGRAPHIC DETECTIVES 
SOLVED SECRET WEAPON MYSTERY 


One of war's best air intelligence experts tells full story of brilliant British feat in finding Nazi V-bombs 
by CONSTANCE BABINGTON-SMITH 


Up-to-date information about military and scientific developments in other 
nations is today more than ever a vital element in the great space race 
between the free and the Communist worlds. The article that follows re- 
counts one of the most remarkable information-gathering exploits of World 
War I, Although new methods have since been developed, the basic prob- 
lem is the same: to fit together seemingly unconnected bits of informa- 
tion until, in experts’ hands, they give an accurate picture of what is really 
going on. Since the British data described here was obtained by aerial 
reconnaissance, this account casts light also on the air inspection and 
photographic interpretation techniques which lie at the heart of President 
Eisenhower's Open Skies disarmament program—techniques which will be- 
come even more critical when photographs are taken from space satellites. 


GREAT detective melodrama preceded Britain’s battle against the Ger- 

man V-weapons of World War II. Today everyone remembers those 
two V-weapons: first came the jet-powered V-1 pilotless aircraft, th 
dreaded "buzz bomb” that killed thousands of people in London and oth- 
er British cities in the weeks after the Normandy invasion. Then came 
the devastating V-2 rocket that plunged without warning out of the sk 
But for a long time the British knew these devices only as mysterious 
ret weapons they would someday have to defend themselves against. 
Before they could devise adequate protection against the weapons, they 
had to learn what they were. Before they could destroy them, they had to 
find the launching sites. In both of these vital operations the photo in- 


telligence base at Medmenham, England played a major—and, until now, 
largely secret—role, 
of 


course, photographic intelligence was only one of many sources 
formation that ultimately enabled officials to take decisive action 
against the V-bombs. The story I have to tell is not about how photo- 
graphic intelligence solved the mystery singlehanded without missing a 
ingle clue, It is rather a strangely paradoxical story of this one agency's 
conspicuous successes and conspicuous failures. As a WAAF officer at 
Medmenham in charge of a section devoted to interpreting aircraft photos 
I took part from the beginning in both successes and failures. 

Tt all began on May 15, 1942 when a reconnaissance pilot on his way 
to Swinemiinde, Germany noticed an airfield on the Baltic island of Use- 
dom with a number of new installations nearby. He switched on his

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cameras for a short run. When his photographs were developed, they 
started through the regular photo interpretation procedure. This had 
been divided into three phases. First Phase interpreters concerned them- 
selves only with matters of urgent tactical importance. When First Phase 
finished examining the pictures from a reconnaissance sortie, they wer 
passed along to the Second Phase, where they were looked over for sub- 
immediate, but not urgent, interest. The photos then went to a 
| group which specialized in intelligence of long-range, strategic im- 
tance. I was in this Third Phase, 
econd Phase interpreters who examined the Usedom photographs 
puzzled over some huge circular embankments (opposite page) in the 
wood near the airfield. Finally they merely noted down “heavy construe- 
tion work” and turned their attention to matters of more interest to them. 
When I got the airfield pictures for the Third Phase examination, I was 
struck by the same circular embankments. I checked quickly to see where 
the airfield was and noticed the name, Peenemiinde, in the northwestern 
part of Usedom. Then I looked at the prints again. “No,” I thought to 
myself, “those don’t belong to me, I wonder what on earth they are 
Somebody must know all about them, [ suppose.” And I then dismissed 
the whole thing from my mind, 

When the pictures had finished their rounds, no one had staked a 
claim to the mysterious circular embankments at Peenemiinde, and the 
cardboard boxes full of photographs were set on a shelf. There they rested 
for the next eight months. 

Meantime, as we now know, German specialists were working day and 
night at Peenemiinde. The first fully successful trial launching of a V-2 
took place there on October 3, 1942, and in December an early version of 
the V-1 buzz bomb was launched. 

That same December intelligence reports of “secret weapon trials” in 
the Peenemiinde area began to cause concern in London. In February 
1943 the War Office told us of indications that the enemy was planning 

» operate “some form of lon, projector, capable of firing on this 
country from the French coast.” This would obviously have to be a new 
kind of weapon. What photographs were on hand involving something 
of a very unusual nature? Almost immediately someone remembered 
Peenemiinde. What about the “heavy construction work,” which had 
meant nothing to anyone the year before? Soon a further briefing came 
from the War Office, where it had been calculated that a rocket capable 
of reaching London from the French coast would have to be launched 
‘om a sharply inclined projector about 100 yards long. 

Medmenham photo interpreters prepared a detailed statement, based in 
part on several new Peenemiinde “covers,” or sets of reconnaissance pho- 
tographs. They reported the existence of the three circular embankments 
»t unlike empty reservoirs” —and also a huge elliptical embankment 
some distance away. These were facts, but they did not in the least tally 
with the hypothesis of a projector 100 yards long. Nothing seemed to 
tally with anything 

Such was the embryonic stage of British Intelligence on secret weap- 
ons when, early in April 1943, the evidence was presented to the Chiefs 
of Staff. But it was convincing enough to bring about the appointment 
of an investigator-in-chief, Mr. Duncan Sandys, then Joint Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Supply and now Minister of Defense. Re- 
percussions were felt at Medmenham immediately. The Air Ministr 
instructed photographic intelligence to institute a secret weapon investi- 
gation on the highest priority. Four photographic interpreters were as- 
signed to search for clues to experimental work or production, especially 
at Peenemiinde. Three others were to watch potential launching areas on 
the French coast. A special British-U.S. flying program was laid on to en- 
sure that every square mile of the coastal area from Cherbourg to the Bel- 
gian frontier had been photographed since the beginning of the year. 

So the photographic search for secret weapons began in earnest in 
April 1943. No one really quite knew what to look for, although the Air

Duncan Sandys had already reported to the War Cabinet that the 
development of rocket aircraft was probably proceeding side by side 
with the work on jet-propelled bombs and “airborne rocket torpedoes.” 
The photographs of the Peenemiinde 30 definitely confirmed this—al- 
though we now know, of course, that it did not have any direct bear- 
ing on the secrets of the V-1 and V-2. 

‘Meanwhile reconnaissance photographs of northern France were pro- 
viding ominous evidence. Early in July a ground report had reached 
London linking secret weapon activity with a village named Watten 
near Calais. New photographs showed that work was well advanced on 
what was clearly going to be some gigantic concrete structure. Sus- 
picious looking preliminaries were also under way at two other places, 
and all three sites were rail-served from main lines—a fact to which 
many of the British rocket experts attached great importance. For by 
this time they were talking of 40-ton rockets, and they were sure 
that such missiles would have to be transported by rail. 

These theories were by no means universally accepted, hoy 
Other authorities were convinced that a pilotless aireralt—deseribed 
in one of the ground reports as “an air mine with wings”—was much 
more likely to be an immediate danger than any large rocket.

Medmenham officials redoubled their efforts, poring over photor 
graphs in an eager search for any new Bodyline finds: any new “un- 
identified activity,” any trees being felled in the woods of the Pas-de- 
stal area directly across the Channel from Dover, any 
dumps of building materials in the little valleys of the Cherbourg 
peninsula—and especially any signs of new railway spurs. 

Almost every day sinister new activities turned up in France. At one 
place a railway spur was being tunneled through a hill and was cov- 
ered by three phony haystacks. At other places there were burrowings 
and scrapings and, again, new railway spurs. But all were at such an 
early stage that they might develop into almost anything. 

On October 21, Duncan Sandys decided the rocket danger was so 
grave that the whole suspect area must be rephotographed, About 100 
sorties were flown. In early November the effects hit Medmenham. 
Each sortie consisted of hundreds or thousands of photographs, every 
one of which had to be scanned with care. Daily the files stacked up 
in towering mountains around Captain Robert Rowell, the interpreter 
whose job it was to “watch France.” Doggedly he plowed through the 
piles of prints, searching primarily for rocket launching sites. 

Into this rocket-conscious atmosphere there came suddenly on 
Nov. 4, 1943 a major discovery which at first did not seem to fit in 
anywhere. A few days earlier a secret agent in France had sent word 
that the construction firm he worked for was building eight sites of 
some kind in the Pas-de-Calais area. He could not understand what 
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they were for, though he strongly suspected that they had to do with 
secret weapons. On Nov. 3 these eight sites were photographed. 

When the specially flown sorties arrived at Medmenham, Captains 
Neil Simon and Robert Rowell puzzled together over the pictures. 
There was something “starting” all right at each of the eight pin- 
points, and it was evidently the same “something” in each case. But 
there was no railway anywhere near. 

Some weeks before, Wing Commander Douglas Kendall had been 
placed in charge of the entire Medmenham V-weapons investigation. 
Late that evening Kendall joined Simon and Rowell in examining the 
eight sites. Each one was partly in a wood, and each apparently was to 
have a set of nine buildings, some of them strangely shaped. The site 
which was furthest advanced (see picture, p. 134) was near Yvrench, 
in a wood called Bois Carré. Three of its buildings were unlike any- 
thing Kendall had ever seen. Except—yes—they ivere like something, 

"Skis," he said aloud. “That's what they look like—skis.” Two of 
them seemed to be identical; the third was shorter. Each of them had 
one gently curving end—curving not up but to the side. 

Through the early hours of the morning the Bodyline interpreters 
measured and checked, compared and discussed. But these new sites 
bore no relation to anything else that had been found so far. 

When the report on these eight curious sites reached London, it 
added new fuel to the flames of controversy that were raging more 
fiercely than ever in Bodyline circles. The two schools of thought 
about secret weapons were by now coming into conflict. Sandys him- 
self led the group which believed that the long-range rocket was the 
only weapon that really mattered. The other group was more con- 
cerned about pilotless planes. There were s s and cabinet mem- 
bers in this group who even maintained that Peenemiinde was a gi- 
gantic hoax and that the rockets photographed there were dummies. 

At this point things had reached such an impasse that Mr. Church- 
ill himself intervened. He appointed S ister 
of Aircraft Production, to examine the fa Je whether the 
German secret weapons really existed at all and, if so, what was the 
nature and extent of the threat. A meeting was called for Nov. 8, 1943, 
at which the primary evidence was to be examined. 


Analyzing the V-weapon clues 


1T was a dramatic meeting. In the big conference room at the 

cabinet offi afford sat at the head of the great U-shaped 
table, and on either side of him was a splendid array of generals and 
admirals and air marshals and distinguished scientific advisers. At one 
side of the table, in the bottom three places, were Douglas Kendall, 
Neil Simon and André Kenny. 

The first evidence to be presented consisted of reports from agents 
and other secret sources. It was, on the whole, vague and lacking in 
detail. So was the analysis of German propaganda that followed. [tis a 
startling thought that this represented the sum total of primary © 
dence from sources other than aerial photographs. If the photographic 
interpreters had not been waiting at the bottom of the table, those 
vague ground reports and the analysis of propaganda would have been 
the only basis for Sir Stafford’s judgment. 

As it was, however, the better part of the meeting was spent dis- 
cussing the photographic evidence.

Sir Stafford immediately adjourned the meeting to give the inter- 
preters time to search for additional ski sites. 

By the time the meeting reassembled on Nov. 10 a total of 26 ski 
sites had been found. But no clues had yet been discovered to show 
what sort of missile they were meant for. In the report which Sir

than long-range rockets (as indeed they proved to be). 

A fortnight after the Cripps meeting no less than 95 ski sites had 
been identified. Most of them were in the Pas-de-Calais, with their 
firing points on the “London line,” but there were also groups in the 
Cherbourg peninsula aiming at Plymouth and Bristol. 

“We've got to find out what they're for and how they work,” said 
Kendall to Major Norman Falcon one evening. They were joined by 
Captains Robert Rowell and Neil Simon, and the four of them, sur- 
rounded by a sea of photographs, plunged once more into argument. 

Kendall put the latest cover of the Bois Carré site under a stereo- 
scope to get a three-dimensional effect and gazed again at the absurdly 
long ski buildings. They were nearly 260 feet long but only 10 feet 
wide, Then he examined a different pair of photographs which showed 
an oblong platform with an extension on which was a row of concrete 
studs—six pairs of them, 20 feet apart. 

Falcon spoke: “If you were going to put up an apparatus for launch- 
ing rockets, at a steep angle, you wouldn’t start by making a platform 
with a long row of concrete studs.”

The ski buildings, 
he deduced, were built in that strange shape so that it would be p 
sible to store the highly explosive flying bomb components away from 
the entrance way—around the corner, so to speak—where they would 
be protected from bomb hits in the event of an air attack. Th 
remarkably correct deduction as to the purpose and significance 
Y-1 installations. 

But Kendall's seemingly overconfident interpretation was not im- 
mediately accepted by some who were still thinking solely in terms of 
rockets. On Dec. 1 Kendall and Simon were summoned to an intelli- 
gence meeting at the cabinet offices to try to justify their theor 

I must now go back a little to describe the stage my own work was 
reaching. First I should emphasize that until November 1943 my di- 
rect contact with Bodyline consisted of two things only: my instruc- 
tions to watch Peenemiinde airfield for “anything queer” and my dis- 
covery of the Peenemiinde 30. I had no idea that Kenny had found 
rockets, I knew nothing of the meeting with Sir Stafford Cripps, and 
the words “ski site” would have had no meaning whatever for me. 

On Nov. 13, however, Kendall had asked me to search afresh at 
Peenemiinde for a small aircraft—smaller than a fighter—which might 
be pilotless. Something smaller than a fighter would show up only on 
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OVER-ALL VIEW OF PEENEMUNDE shows where the 
British photo interpreters made major discoveries. They 
learned to look for secret developments in northern part 
of base, where weapons had to be taken into open for tests. 
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outstanding photographs, so I dug out the excellent 
set on which I had earlier found the Peenemiinde 3 
Sure enough, I did find a midget aircraft—our 
first glimpse of the V-1 which was later to fall on 
London. The absurd little object had a wing span of 
about 20 feet, and for that reason I named it “Peene- 
miinde 20.” But it was so fuzzy in the photograph 
that there was precious little I could say about it. 
Nevertheless Kendall seemed certain that the 
Peenemiinde 20 was very important, and I was 
urged to continue my search. 
Tt so happened that during this perio 


on the 


morning of Nov. 28, 1943, a Mosquito reconnais- 
sance plane crossed the North Sea to try for a dam- 


age assessment cover of Berlin. The pilot was Squad- 
ron Leader John Merifield, who was quietly emerg- 
ing as the most talented of the Mosquito photo 
reconnaissance pilots. It was a time of steady bad 
weather over central Europe, and a whole series of 
attempts to photograph Berlin had failed. On this 
flight Merifield once again encountered solid cloud, 
so he set course for his alternate targets. There were 
some shipping targets at Stettin and Swinemiinde, 
a flock of airfields, a suspected radar installation at 
Zinnowitz on the island of Usedom, and various 
other odd jobs. After photographing them he still 
had some film, What targets were left? The airfield 
at Peenemiinde was nearby. Merifield switched on 
his cameras, and they clicked away as he crossed the 
airfield. Then he returned home. 

Three days later, on Dee. 1, while Kendall was in

London explaining why he believed the ski sites were 
for launching flying bombs, I was still combing 
Peenemiinde for midget aircraft, On this day I 
cast my eyes farther afield than usual, toward the 
no man’s land which lay between the area [I 
was officially watching and some woods. I checked 
the activity in this area from one set of photographs 
to another and, surprisingly, I saw an object 
resembling a midget airframe. 

This first excursion beyond the official bounds of 
the airfield encouraged me to try my luck in other 
directions, and I decided to follow the dead straight 
road which led northward along the eastern bound- 
ary of the airfield toward the Baltic shore. Past the 
limits of the airfield lay the long-term project of land 
reclamation. I was not in the least interested in this: 
there was a separate Industry Section at Medmen- 
ham whose sole job was to watch and report on such 
developments. But right at the end of the road was 
something I did not understand. 


Discovery of the launching rails 


x the water’s edge there were four strange struc- 
tures—including a sort of ramp banked up with 
earth, supporting rails that inclined upward toward 
the water. Rumors of “launching rails” for secret 
weapons had reached me earlier, and I had been 
on the lookout for them. 

“Td better check with the Industry interpreters,” 
was my first thought. "They probably know all about 
these things already.” But at the Industry Section

Back at my desk I gazed at the photographs again. “I don’t believe 
it,” T thought. “I must show them to Kendall,” So I phoned his 
office and left word that I would like to see him. 

Tt was late when Kendall arrived at my office, just back from trying 
to justify his flying bomb theories. He looked white and tired, 

“[ want you to see something I’ve found at Peenemiinde,” I told 
him. “Don’t you think it might be a catapult for pilotless aircraft?” 

I showed him one of the prints, and he was so silent for a minute 
that I thought he must share the views of the Industry Section. Then 
suddenly he said, “That's it! I know it is.” With new vigor he took 
up the photograph and headed briskly out of the room. 

After he had left, I studied John Merifield’s new Peenemiinde cover 
(see picture, above). Only one showed the same area and its quality 
was poor, but even with the naked eye I could see that on the ramp 
was something that had not been there before: a tiny cruciform shape, 
set exactly on the lower end of the inclined rails. It was a midget air- 
craft actually in position for launching. 

But the ramp near the airfield was not the only one on the Baltic 
coast that was turned up by Merifield’s sortie. Just before visiting 
Peenemiinde, he had photographed a suspected radar installation at 
Zinnowitz. Army interpreters had found a launching site there with 
firing points aimed out to sea—as were the foundations for ramps 
at the ski sites. (It was, in fact, a Luftwaffe center for training the 
personnel who were going to operate the launching sites in France.) 

Before daylight next morning Kendall’s report on both Peenemiinde 
and Zinnowitz was on its way to London with the news that the nature 
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of the most imminent cross-channel threat was at last established be- 
yond doubt. It was going to be a flying bomb—the V-1. 

Crossbow! This code word now superseded Bodyline. At this point 
it seemed that the V-1 attacks, when they came, might be of an appall- 
ing magnitude. The ski buildings provided storage space for 20 flying 
bombs at each site, and as there were nearly 100 sites it might well be 
possible to fire something like 2,000 flying bombs every 24 hours 

When was this deluge of flying bombs supposed to begin? That was 
the next question, and Kendall and the army interpreters had been 
busy working out the answer even before it was asked, So many sites 
had been photographed in France that the average time needed for the 
early stages of construction could be calculated very accurately, and 
the photographs of Peenemiinde and Zinnowitz helped fill in the rest 
of the story, Kendall finally estimated that the minimum time for 
construction of a ski site was 120 days from start to h. He eal- 
culated that the target date for the beginning of the attack might 
be about six weeks ahead. 

‘The ski sites obviously had to be bombed, and at once Medmenham 
embarked on the huge job of providing material for targeting. At 
the end of December 1943 the Allied air forces let fly at the sites. 
The heavy bombers of the ighth Air Force were brought in 
with devastating effect. Soon the whole system of ski sites was a 
shambles. The first round of the battle against the flying bomb was 
an overwhelming victory for the Allies. 

At first the Germans tried frantically to repair all the damage, but 
as the attacks grew heavier, repair work was concentrated on the 
firing point and the square building. “So those must be the real 
essentials,” thought Kendall. 

At the end of April 1944—just little more than a month before 
D.day—Robert Rowell was examining a new cover of the Cherbou 
peninsula when he suddenly gasped. Near a village called Belhamelin 
something peculiar had been constructed between two farm buildings. 
It could be—yes, i nerete platform with pairs of 
studs embedded The beginnings of a firing point!

The meaning of the simplified sites 


H is sounded off a new Crossbow alarm, and still another

‘The day before D-day Kendall broke this news to a Crossbow mi 
ing in London. Its grave implication was, of course, that the modified 
siles in France could be made ready within 48 hours. The first warning 
would be the arrival of for the ramp and parts for the square 
building. It was now agreed that if any such components were seen, a 
signal should immediately be sent to the Air Ministry with the code 
word Diver. Thus photo intelligence might, if all went well, give a cru- 
cial 48 hours of advance notice before the first bombs fell on London. 

During the first few days after the Normandy landings, Crossbow 
priorities counted for nothing in the reconnaissance program. “We'll 
just have to make do as best we can with chance covers of the site 
said Kendall, “but all the interpreters must watch closely to spat 
any components.” 

By June 11 there were special Crossbow sorties again, and late that 
evening photographs of nine sites, which had not been covered since 
D-day, were brought to Kendall (see picture, p. 144). He took one 
look and sent off the Diver signal. The buzz bombs were ready to fly. 

Early in the morning of June 13, six months behind schedule and 
in much smaller numbers than the Germans had once intended, the 
first V-1s landed in Britain. 

During the hectic weeks and months that led up to the sending of 
the Diver signal, the attempt to solve the mystery of the other secret 
weapon, the V-2 rocket, had of necessity taken second place. But 
a few new clues had been found. 

In March 1944 a report had reached London that the Germans were 
making rocket trials at Blizna, Poland.

the nearest reconnaissance field in Britain but only 600 from San 
Severo, the photographie reconnaissance base in Italy, So on April 15 
a Mosquito from Italy set off for Poland, and far above the forests 
and marshes of the Vistula-San delta photographs were taken of the 
clearing where the rocket launching had been reported. 

‘At Medmenham, Kendall and other interpreters pored over these 
photographs. The place smelled of Crossbow, but there were no rock- 
ets to be seen, and none of the big earthworks as at Peenemiinde. But 
on May 5, when Blizna was covered a second time, a rocket happened 
to be in the open. 

By comparing the photographs of Blizna with those of Peenemiinde, 
it could be established that the huge trailers used for moving and 
raising the rockets were of a special design. This tied up with ground 
reports we had received of special vehicles known as Meillerwagen. 

Such scraps of evidence were very valuable, but they could do lit- 
tle to clarify the strongly differing views of the various authorities in 
London as to how the rocket worked and how it was launched. There 
was still no agreement when, toward the end of July, amid the stutter- 
ing of approaching V-1s, the War Cabinet began to be seriously con- 
cerned about the possibility of imminent rocket attack. The whole 
investigation was once again charged with high urgency. It was a chal- 
lenge to Medmenham. 

Kendall decided that the only thing was to go back over all the 
previous covers of Peenemiinde. The evidence of the old photographs 
might now appear in a fresh light. Kendall sought out Robert Rowell, 
and they agreed to tackle the huge job, which would necessitate re- 
examining 35 sorties. Evening after evening Kendall returned to the 
task, viewing twin photographs through the stereoscope. Stooped low 
over the photographs he would often remain motionless for minutes 
at a time. One of the best interpreters at Medmenham once said, “T 
don’t look for things. I let the photographs speak to me.” That 
was Kendall's approach. Gradually his attention focused on the fan- 
shaped stretch of foreshore that lay to seaward, and the old photo- 
graphs began to tell him a startling new story. To confirm it, Kendall 
checked back from cover to cover, and then at last sat back. 

“Yes, it’s asphalt,” he said to Rowell. “I've found when they start- 
ed laying it. The Germans wouldn’t lay all that asphalt without good 
reason.” He returned to his stereoscope. Then after a minute or two 
he handed a pair of prints to Rowell.

served by he said. “The only signs of an operational launching 
site will be a bit of concrete or asphalt.” 

"They wouldn’t even have to bother with that, would they?” said 
Rowell. “A bit of any main road would do just as well.” He was ab- 
solutely right. As Major General Walter Dornberger, commander of 
the Peenemiinde Rocket Research Institute, explains in his book, V-2, 
the rocket could be launched from a bit of planking on a forest track, 
or the overgrown track itself. 

This meant the launching sites were all but invisible from the air. 
From Sept. 8, 1944, when the first V-2 was launched against England, 
throughout the months during which the “drizzle of rockets” con- 

ued, innumerable sorties were flown to pinpoints that had been 
reported as launching sites, and the interpreters searched thousands 
upon thousands of photographs. But in only two cases, where clear- 
ings in woods were found at the suspected spots, could any suspicious 
signs be reported. The only hope of spotting a V-2 launching site was 
if a photographic aircraft happened to pass overhead when a rocket 
et upright, being fueled. Otherwise there was nothing to see.

he ground reports, on the other hand, were very emphatic 
at this time. To the residents of The Hague the thunderous roar of 
rockets made it only too clear that the Haagse Bos, the city’s big park, 
was the main launching area, Eventually it was on photographs of The 
Hague that operational rockets were first found by the interpreters.

But other things scarcely less important were visible to reconnais- 
sance planes. V-2 components had been sighted aboard railroad trains 
en route to the launching areas. Repeated photographic sorties traced 
these parts straight back to the e they were made, and as 
the spring of 1945 approache sary information was 
available to blast much of the German V ry out of existence. 

But such raids proved unnecessary: Al were driving ever 
deeper into Europe, and the finish was now at hand, 

As coastal areas were occupied by advancing troops, the V-2 attacks 
dwindled. The last one occurred on March 27, 1945. After that the 
German V-weapons corps was hastily turned into an infantry outfit. 

Six weeks later the war in Europe was over and the threat of the 
German buzz bomb and rocket passed into history.
